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An Account of what paſs'd at the Execution of 
Sir JOHN FENWICK, at Tower-Hill, 
on 7 hurſday Jan. 20. 1699.

IR, Ton Fenwick being attainted of High-Treafon, by AR of Parliament, 
tor Confpiring to invite over aF-exch Army to invade this Kingdom ; 
, His Majeity was gracioully pleaſed to give hun a conſiderable time to 
* prepare for Death, and to alter rhe manner of his Execution uſual for 
 tveh Crimes, to Beheading. And the day being come appointed for his 
xecution, he was conveyed by a Strong Guard, both Horſe. and Foot,, from 
\/erpgate, in a Mourning Coach, to Tower-H1/, to the Scaffold, whigh was 
hog with Black, and the Block covered with Velvet, and his Coffin ready 
coverd with the fame; And three Miniſters attended him, iz. Dr. hire ani 
Wo more, AE. 

When he came upon the Scaffold, he firſt falated Dr. White, and the other 
two Miiiters, and the Sheriffs : And then he kneeled down, and Dr. Whire 
prayed with him a ſhort ſpace, And then they roſe up, and Sir John Fenwick 
pulled ont a Paper outof his Pocket, and ask'd Dr. White it he ſhould fay any 
*Nipg ? Who repliizd, you need not, but only deliver your Paper. = 

One thing.is very remarkable ; Sir Jo{» m this extraordinary filence upon the 
©cafold, as we ſuppoſe,refering his dying Sentimenrs to the Contents of his Papers 
<clivered tothe Sheriffs containing ſeveral Paragraphs, nevertheleſs ask'd the Dr. this 
Oneftion, hut receiving no Encouragement from him, he continued mate, We 
-1ay obſerve an_intire Reſignation to his Spiritual-Guides, whilſt it ſeems 
{ was not altogether in his own free choice to ſpeak or be filent, a Liberty 
zenerally taken by all other dying Offenders, however reſtrained here. Then 
ir Joha turned to the Sheriff, and ſaid. 

Sir John Fenwick, Mr. Sheriff, Here 1s a Paper, I defire it may be printed. 

Ar. Sheriff 1 ſhall acquaint the King with it, Sir Job? | | 

Then he called for his Man, who came to him, and pull'd off his Hat and 
Perriwig, and both Coats. | 

Sir John's Man. Where is the Executioner ? 

Excentioner. Herel am. = EE | | 

Sir Jon's Man. Is it convement totake off any more Cloaths ? 

Frecutioner. No, they muſt abide on, they. belong to me. | | 

At, Sheriff, Hold your Tongue, you ſhall have none of fem, you ſhall be

Then Sir Jokn Fenwick gave the Executioner Mony ; and having a white 
Sattin Cap put on, ae kneeled down, and prayed by himlelf a little time, and - 
{ing up, took his Leave of Dr. Wh:te, and. the other Minifters, and then of 
the Sheriffs ; and deſired that he might try the Block, which was readily 
crranted, | |

. Then he kneeled down, and tryed the Block, and his Waſtcoat being too 
high behind, his 4an pulled it down lower. Then he kneeled dewn again, 
and tryed the Block, and ſaid,” 7 lye well, And having prayed to himſelf a 
very {mall time, as he lay on the Block, he ſaid, Lord Jeſus receive my Soul ; 
which being the fign for the Executioner, he firuck off his Head very dexte- 
ron{ly, at one blow, aud took the Head in Jhis Hand, and held it up, ſaying, 
Here's the Head of a Traytor. And the King having given the Body to his 
Friends, after Exetnticn, 1t was put into the Coffin, and, conveyed away, to- 


pether with the Head.
